As the clock struck several 
bands played the national anthem 
while the assemblage rose to its feet. 

The senior members of the House 
of Representatives then made a few 
congratulatory remarks and formally 
declared both Houses open.

BRIEF AND SIMPLE. 

The proceedings were brief and 
simple.
